WASHINGTON — Sargent 
Shriver, director of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity, re- 
ceived apologies last Friday from 
officials of Poverty groups de- 
nouncing the heckling he was 
subjected to during a speech in 
the Capitol last Thursday. 

Mr. Shriver spoke before the 
National Citizens Crusade 
Against Poverty, a private co- 
alition of more than 100 organ- 
izations, such as labor unions, 
church groups and others. 

During his talk, Mr. Shriver 
was booed by some in his audi- 
ence and sharply questioned. The 
dissidents — seemingly a small 
fraction of the 500 in the audi- 
ence—made so much noise that 
much- of Mr. Shriver’s speech 
could not be heard. 

The Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity said that Mr. Shriver has 
received telegrams from the Na- 
tional Committee of the Citizens

` Mr. Reuther talker of “mak- 
ing appropriations with an eye- 
dropper” and said the Citizens 
Crusade should “mobilize a 
counter-thrust” to. “stiffen the 
political backbones in Washing- : 
ton and get the kind of legislat- 
ive decisions we need.” 

The meeting of nearly 1,000, 
some from impoverished sec- 
tions of the country, included 
militant civil rights and civic 
action leaders, liberal clergy and 
‘philanthropists “the broadest 
coalition of concerned citizens 
ever gathered in the national 
capital.” 

He said that without the par- 
ticipation of many at the con- 
vention, none of the recent civil 
rights legislation “would have 
been written.”
